A. G. Wyeth Dies Suddenly 


Af Granville Street Home 


Upon Return From Drive 


This community was shocked Sat- 


urday morning to learn that A. G 
Wycth, president of the Park 
Na- 


tional bank- and prominent as a man- 
ufacturer and long time resident of 
Newark, had 
died 
very suddenly 


while sitting in his chair reading a 
newspaper at his home 201 Granville 
street, about 9:30 
night. 
o'oclck 
Friday

St. Louis, June 
20.—The 
river 


steamer Majestic, the largest excur- 
eion boat on the Mississippi river 
struck the cribbing of a Waterworks 
•tower near here early today and 
sank in 10 minutes. 
Of the thirty- 


three 
persons 
on board 
at 
the 


time of the 
accident, 
three have 


not been accounted for 
and 
it is 


feared they were drowned. 
All on 


board were members of the crew, or 
members of the boat's band. ' 


The collision 
occurred 
at 1:35 


o'clock this morning'. 
The large 


steamer an 
hour before 
had dis- 


charged 900 excursionists at Alton, 
Ills., and was neaded downstream 
for St. Louis, 27 miles below. The 
boat struck squarely 
against 
the 


cribbing of the new in-take tower 
of the St. Louis water works from 
"which a red light was burning and 
Bank to the bottom of the river. The 
•water did not cover the vessel how- 
ever, 
the upper 
deck 
remaining 


above the surface, and to this the 
persons on board climbed after the 
crash. 


The accident occurred at the Chain 


of Rocks, a natural 
formation of 


rock that starts from the Missouri 
side at the extreme northern limits 
of St. Louis, or 15 miles above the 
heart of the city and runs 2,000 feet 
into the stream, offering a barrier 
to nagivatiou around which steam- 
ers must pass. 


The city in-take tower is at the 


end of this rock barrier, and the 
wate,r is pumped through a tunnel 
in the rock to the settling basins 
on shore. 


The boat was owned by the Wish- 


erd Line of Quincy, 111. It carried 
six liteboats and on these., 19 of the 
crew and others on board escaped 
to the Missouri shor*/. 
Six officers 


remained on the upper 
deck 
and 


were there 
when 
reporters 
and 


police officers arrived at the scene 
an hour atter the accident. 


Waterworks employes saw the ves- 


sel come into view as it turned a 
bend just above the chain of rocks. 
A moment later they heard a crash 
and the light ofs the vessel disap- 
peared. 
The steamboat had gone 


down, bow foremost. Lacking boats,

were 


Mr. Wyeth had just returned from 


an evening drive and up to the mo- 
ment of his death seemed to oe in 
.his usual health. 


Mr. Wyeth was born on the llth. 


day of October, 1841, in a cabin in 
McKean Township, "Licking county, 
near where Mr. Edward H. Everett's 
first gas well was located. Here he 
jassed his youth until October 16, 
1861, at the age of 20 years, "when 
le enlisted in Company B. of the 
76th. Ohio Infantry where he served 
until April 1, 1863, when he was 
discharged on surgeon's certificate of 
disability. 
He was a brave and 


honorable soldier. 
x'After the war, Mr. Wyeth settled 
in Newark and engaged in business. 
Later, with his brother, he began the 
manufacture of bob-sleds 
and 
oil 


tank wagons. 
Still later this busi- 


ness was continued in the names of 
Wyeth, & McCully, and the Wyeth- 
McCully and Davis 
Company, and 


then as the Wyeth 
Company, 
of 


which 
latter 
company 
he 
was 


up till his death 
the President. 


Ttiis business was very successful. 
On the organization of the Park .Na- 
tional Bank, he became its Presi- 
dent and he was such President at 
his death. 


He was a stockholder in the New 


King Company and in the Pharis 
Tire and Rubber Company. It -will 
be seen from this statement of his 
business operations that he employ- 
ed his surplus means in the advance- 
ment of Newark. 


Mr. Wyeth leaves a widow and one 


son, Halph S. Wyeth. 
The other 


son, Lee, died about eight years ago. 
A sister, Mrs. Charles B. Stevens, of 
New- Jersey, also survives him. 


Mr. Wyeth was a gentleman of 


tine character, and was in all re- 
spects a good citizen. 
As a young 


man, he volunteered for the preser- 
vation of the Union. As a mature 
man he earned the respect and con- 
fidence of his fellow citizens. 
He 


was honest, enterprising and success- 
ful. 


Mr. Wyeth was the sole candidate 


for County Treasurer before the Re- 
publican primaries to be 
held 
on 


August llth. ,this year. The loss to 
the community by his death will be 
great. He will long be remembered.

The 


navigator 
evidently 
miscalculated 


his distance or his speed for the nose 
of the biplane grazed the envelope 
of the airship and ripped it wide 
open. 
There "was a terrific explo- 


sion and the .airship took fire. The 
flames engulfed the biplane and in a 
few moments the remnants of both 
craft crashed on 
the slopes 
of a 


mountain with their occupents. 


The bodies were so charred and 


mangled that they were scarcely re- 
cognizable.

The call for the special session will

next, according to administration of- 
ficials. 


Governor Cox has arranged speak- 


ing dates for every day next week 
and is expected to be at his office 
only two mornings during that time. 
His absence from the executive of- 
fice it was explained, will prevent 
his giving enough 
time to 
work 


preliminary to issuing a call for the 
special session during next week. 


While the call of the governor for 


the special session is expected to 
include only the subject of taxation, 
belief was expressed today in some 
quarters that requests 
for 
other 


legislation may be made before the 
call ia issued or before the special 


session which is expected to last only 
two or three days adjourns/ 


One of these requests, officials~of 


the miners organization, who were 
here attending the joint scale com- 
mittee conference which adjourned 
yesterday believe, will come from the 
operators who are opposed to the 
Green run of mine law passed at 
the last special session.

With but faint hope of finding alive 
any of the miners still entombed in 
Mine No. 20, of the Hillcrest (Alta) 
collieries, Ltd., where an explosion 
yesterday is believed to have killed 
all but 41 of the 236 men in the 
mine at the time, government res- 
cue crews, after a night of toil, to- 
day continued with renewed 
vigor 


their efforts to penetrate to the im- 
prisoned men. 


While mine officials 
encouraged 


the belief that many of the entomb- 
ed men still are alive, this belief is 
not common, as relatives and com- 
rades of the missing men fear those 
who were not crushed by the falling 
debris, were overcome by the pois- 
onous gases that filled the 
mine 


chambers immediately after the ex- 
plosion. 


Although it was officially stated 


last-night that only 225 men, com- 
posing the day shift, were 
in 
the 


mine when the explosion occurred 
yesterday', later figures, declared to 
be authentic, place the number at 
236. 
With forty-one of this number 


accounted for as alive early today, 
the other 195 still in the mine are 
believed to be dead, 
or 
with 
no 


Chance of surviving the gases until 
rescue can reach them. 
But 
few 


bodies had been recovered early to- 
day aside from the 23 removed yes- 
terday. 


Under the glare of 
searchlights 


trained mine rescue workers 
from 


the British 
Columbia 
government 


station at Fernie labore'd throughout 
the night with the Alberta Province 
crew, clearing away the debris that 
blocked the mine passages near the 
entrances. 
As most of the miners 


were working several hundred feet 
-from the mouth of the mine, when 
the explosion occurred, the rescuers 
do not expect to recover 
all 
the 


bodies for several days. 


Storm crippled wire communica- 


tion with Hillcrest, which 
delayed 


severaj hours yesterday the news, of 
the disaster had made it difficult 
to get complete details. 


This is the third great disaster in 


Crow's Nest pass during the last 10 
years, and the number of dead it is 
expected, will exceed in magnitude 
the disaster at Frank, 10 years ago, 
when the village was buried by the 
collapse of a mountain and 125 in- 
habitants were killed. 


Four years ago 35 men were kill- 


ed in the Bellevue mine.

The women were accompanied by 


George Lansbury, a former Socialist 
member of parliament and urged the 
cause of woman suffrage. 


Miss Pankhurst was not present 


as Mr. Asquith had insisted that the 
deputation must be composed of gen- 
uine working women. 


The premier welcomed the mem- 


bers of the deputation as representa- 
tives ot an "association which dis- 
sociated itself 
from 
the 
criminal 


methods of those who have done so 
much damage and put back the cause 
of women. 


Mr. Asquith argued that if every 


woman over 21 years of age possess- 
ed the vote they would still find leg- 
islative problems regarding women 
exceedingly difficult of solution in 
the same way as the men had found 
them. 
He agreed with the deputa- 


tion that if the iranchise was given 
to women it should*be granted on 
the same terms as it was given to 
men. 


In conclusion Mr. Asquith prom- 


ised consideration of the women's 
representations and said he would 
present to Reginald McKenna, 
the 


home secretary the deputations re- 
quest for the release Of Miss Sylvia 
Pankhurst, unconditionally.

_ Minister Naon of Argentina, who 
is expected to arrive here about 2 
p. m. from Washington, where he 
conferred with 
President 
Wilson 


Secretary Bryan, of the state depart- 
ment and Luis Cabrera, one of the 
representatives of the constitution- 
alists, may be bringing 
some new 


plan. 
This is not considered prob- 


able, however, as the American del- 
egates seemed anxious yesterday to 
spread the news that their statement 
to the public was final and that a 
constitutionalist must 
be 
selected 


for provisional president. 
It is not 


believed here that 
anything Dr. 


Naon could say to the Washington 
government or to the constitution- 
alist agent -would change 
the 
de- 


termination of either to reject any 
plan to install a neutral. 


The possible developments in Mex- 


ico City which particularly interested 
the mediation colony related to the 
report that Pedro Lascurian, the 
ranking member iii Madero's cabinet 
had yielded to persuasion and would 
again accept the portfolio of minister 
of foreign relations. If true, it could 
mean only that Huerta was prepared 
to relinquish his office without regard 
to the outcome of mediation. Many 
who have followed closely the trend of 
events in Mexico City feel that with 
the executive authority surrendered, 
to a prominent Mexican, wno admit- 
tedly would assume control only until 
some way out was found, the position, 
of the United States would be tar less 
embarrassing. 
It was said that the 


United States probably could even 
ensure an orderly entrance of the con- 
stitutionalist army into Mexico City 
and protection for those who had op- 
posed the progress if Huerta were out 
of the way. 


Principals to the mediation confer- 


ence will go into the session to be 
held late today feeling that there i£ 
no chance of an agreement and doubt- 
ing if a way can be found to prolong 
the negotiations. If the three plans 
are formally 
submitted the Ameri- 


cans will reject that prepared by the 
Mexican delegation, and a very sim- 
ilar one presented ^.by the mediators. 
The Mexicans will reject the Ameri- 
can plan. The mediators would then 
ask both delegations if they felt that 
there iwas any possibility for a change 
of opinion. If deadlock rwere con- 
fessed the proceedings automatically 
would end. 


It is probable therefore that the 


net result of mediation will be the 
delay in hostilities between the 
United States and the Huerta gov- 
ernment and even avoidance of fur-

Administration Will Stand 
By Declaration That Has Been 


Made By American Delegates 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM] 


Washington, June 20.—With the 


success of mediation hanging by a 
thread, President Wilson and Secre- 
tary of State Bryan today looked to 
Niagara Falls for a revelation of the 
final stand that the Huerta delegates 
would take in renewal of their con- 
ferences with the American mission 
and the three envoys. So far as the 
attitude of the United States is con- 
cerned, the diplomatic die was cast. 
After the visit here ot Minister Naon 
one of the three mediators, it "was 
made known today that the adminis- 
tration would stand by the declara- 
tion that 
only a 
constitutionalist 


would be acceptable as head of the 
proposed provisional government in 
Mexico. 


Whether the 
Huerta 
delegates

delegates to alter

States. One of the objects of Mr. 
'Naon's visit, it was said, was to urge 
that the constitutionalists 
recede 


from their stand against placing the 
republic's domestic affairs - on 
the 


program of mediation. 
Prior to the resumption

conference at Niagara today, Secre- 
tary Bryan was in 
communication 


with Justice Lamar and Frederick 
W. Lehmann, the 
American -dele-

[ Today We Celebrate 
'* 
* 


For many years the twentieth of 


June was a holiday in Mexico, com- 
memorating-the execution of 
Maxi- 


milian, the Austrian prince who had 
sought to found an empire in Mexico, 
and of his generals, 
iMiranaon and 


Mejia. Rven now, forty-seven years 
after, the tragedy : of 
Querat'ero is 


still fresh in the minds, of Mexicans, 
and it will be celebrated today in 
many a rebel camp, where the fate of 
one "tyrant" •wilK be recalled, as 
prophetic of what will be meted out to 
present and future 'dictators. 
It'was 7 o'clock :of that June morn- 


ing JEorty^seven years-ago today when 
the .Emperor MaxMillan was led from 
his cell in. the little "prison at Quere- 
tro. He was placed'with his back .to 
an adobe wall and . facing a firing 
squad of Mexican ^soldiers. Bravely 
and. without a tremor fie looked the 
marksmen squarely in the eyes. "Aim 
we'll,,boys, 'aim at:. my heart," he 
called out. 
The officer in command 


raised his sword and uttered a word 
of command, the rifles 
spoke, and 


Maximilian's dream of empire, was 
ended. 'Miramon and Mepia, traitors 
to their country though they were, 
faced death as bravely"-as their chief. 


A groan of horror went around the 


world when the news spread thjit the 
Mexican "barbarians" had carried out 
the sentence of execution passed.upon 
the Austrian Archduke. All of -the 
European powers had, joined in rep- 
resentations to the Mexican govern- 
ment in the hope that the sentence of 
death would be changed to exile. Up 
to the last moment it was believed 
that Maximilian would be spared, but 
all such hopes failed to take into con- 
sideration the Mexican lust for ven- 
geance. When Maximilian, supported 
by the bayonets of the French, army 


under Bazaine, 
had lorded it at. 


Chapultepec, he—or at least the .offi-; 
cers under him—had shown.no mercy, 
Neatly all of the Juarist generals~tiai:>-'f; 
tured by the imperialists . had been 
promptly shot, 
without 
even the 


mockery of a trial. Mexican women 
and children had been outraged and 
butchered by the European army of 
invasion. Maximilian, in his days of 
power, had granted no mercy, and in 
his hour of weakness he could expect 
none. It is true that .Maximilian had 
npt approved of 
Bazaine's 
cruelty, 


but the acts of "the 'Butcher" had 
been. perform'ed in his name, and the 
ENfexicans, having, suffered so much, 
could not be expected to. be in the 
mood for fine distinctions. 
Stern 


Mariano Escobedo, who has captured 
Maximilian at Queratero, refused 
to 


listen to any plea for mercy, and 
could be satisfied with nothing less 
than the death of the Austrian prince. 


After the French troops were with- 


drawn, and the Empress Carlotta had 
hastened to Europe in a vain attempt 
to secure assistance to bolster up the 
tottering throne, Maximilian estab- 
lished himself at Queraterq. There 
his forces were in command of Mig- 
uel Miramon, a former president who 
had allied himself ..with the imperial- 
ists, assisted by Tomas'.Mejia, the In- 
dian "King of th'e Mountains," and 
General Lopez. 
When Gen. Mariano 


Escobedo besieged Queratero, Lopez 
turned traitor and -betrayed the Em- 
peror; It'has been alleged that Ks- 
cobedo personally 'negotiated with 
Lopez, and that he made and broke a' 
promise to treat Maximilian as pris- 
oner of war. J i any event, the Em- 
peror, with M.Iramon and; Mejia, were 
tried by court-martial,* convicted, and 
sentenced to death. . The condemned 
men remained in prison from the .'day 
of their capture, May 15, 1867, until 
they were led out to toe shot a little 
over a month ' later. 
Maximilian's 


hody was turned over to his relatives, 
and his funeral was celebrated with: 
great pomp and ceremony in the ca- 
thedral at Vienna. , .
